You entered, for the purpose of showing or exhibiting, the horse “The Ringer,” at the 
2012 Gulf Coast Charity Celebration which tested positive for 
Decamethylcyclopentasiloxane, Benzocaine, Isopropyl palmitate, Octyl 
methoxycinnamate, Multipole Glycols, and Vitamin E acetate.
